able to use a new simplified 
form for their 1959 Missouri in- 
come tax returns, State Revenue 
Director Milton Carpenter an- 
nounced today.

He calls it “To 
Try Men's Souls” and, almost as if to atone 
for its participation in the “year of the 
oath,” the University of California has pub- 
lished the book at its press at Berkeley.

1957. Certainly to sit back in the rocking 
chair, harking back to old triumphs while 
cackling a forecast that things have got to 
get worse before they will get better, is not 
the kind of leadership the people of St. Louis 
used to expect from Raymond R. Tucker.

Have you “thought through” 
your menu, right down to the 
last itern on the relish tray, the 
last garnish on the platter? If 
not, better do so right now—with 
pen in hand, to make notes. This 
is no time to be casual if you 
want this very special meal to be 
perfect. 

It’s smart menu-making to 
keep the appetizer light—a fruit 
or vegetable juice cocktail, per- 
haps, or clear consomme. 

What is your choice for the 
entree? If is is turkey, you will 
be wise to buy it early to be 
sure of getting exactly the type 
of bird you want. This doesn’t 
mean that turkeys are scarce 
by any means. 

There is a rather interesting 
situation here. This year there is 
a record crop in numbers of 
birds produced. The United 
States Department of Agricul- 
ture reports that the 82,000,000 


, birds raised this year total five 


per cent more than in 1958 and 
one per cent more than the pre- 
vious record established in 1957, 

But there has been an appre- 
ciable increase in year-round 
consumption of turkeys, both as 
whole birds or turkey parts in 
the home and in such commer- 
cial products as frozen dinners. 
Also, the Government has 
bought large numbers for tse in 
the school lunch program. A 
final factor: more small birds 
have been produced, which has 
an effect upon the poundage. 

All of this means that while 
there will be ample supplies 
available for Thanksgiving, you 
may find prices slightly higher 
than last year. Incidentally, the 
quality of this year’s turkeys is 
superb. 

Chickens, of course, continue 
to be a bargain. Ducks will be 
fairly reasonable, but geese and 
capons will be scarce and high. 

Hams will be an excellent 
choice for those who prefer to 
serve meat instead of poultry; 
there is no change worthy of 
note in the beef situation. : 

Unfortunately oysters, a tradi- 
tional part of the Thanksgiving 
feast in many homes, are defi- 
nitely high this year. 


APPLES ARE still the best 
fruit buy. Although apples in 
general are plentiful, Midwest 
supplies of Jonathans, Golden 
Delicious and Red Delicious are 
a little lighter and prices are 
trending upwards on the best 
Jonathans. The Delicious and 
Rome Beauties from Washington 
are excellent, but of course more 
expensive than those from this 
section of the country, 

California Valencia oranges are 

nearing the end of their season. 
This means that these fully ma- 
ture oranges have excellent 
sugar content and flavor. Navels 
are due very soon; in fact, they 
are expected in time for Thanks- 
giving. 
. Grapefruit probably is the best 
value in citrus. On both the 
Florida and Texas fruit the 
white-meated grapefruit is more 
juicy at the present time, but 
the ruby reds and pinks are 
less expensive. 

D’Anjou pears are available, 
but far from cheap. Quality of 
Almeria and Ribier grapes is 
fine, but choose the Emperors 
more carefully. They are low 
in price; some are good, but not 
all. 

Avocados are attractively 
priced, and bananas are in the 
“good buy” category. Coconuts 
are just about at their peak of 
supply; pineapples are plentiful 
and moderately priced. 

There are enough lemons to 
meet demands; limes are scarce 
and high.

CAULIFLOWER is a favorite 
for holiday dinners, so it is good 
news that it is cheaper than it 
has been with supplies now here 
from New York, Michigan and 
California.

This used to 
be a seasonal item a decade or 
so ago, but is now available al- 
most all year.

tables today. One never hears much about Pilgrim mothers, but 
those brave women must have had a problem indeed in preparing 


wild turkeys, without benefit of 
as to make them palatable. 

Today's high quality birds 
make it easy for even the most 
inexperienced cook to roast a 
turkey to perfection. If the tur- 
key purchased carries specific 
instructions for handling and 
cooking, on the wrapper or an 
insert sheet, do follow those in- 
structions implicitly. 


Here are the simple, concise 
recommendations of the Poultry 
and Egg National Board for 
roasting a turkey: 


“True roasting is slow cooking 
by dry heat on a rack in an open 
pan, No water, no pan cover or 
searing are required. Variations 
of this method also give satisfac- 
tory results. Whatever the meth- 
od, always complete the roasting 
in one continuous cooking period. 

“Follow these simple steps for 
open-pan, low-heat roasting: 

1, Have bird completely clean. 
Rinse with cold water. Pat dry. 
(Turkey may be roasted un- 
stuffed or stuffed.) 

2. Turn on oven at 325 degrees 
to preheat. 

3. Rub cavity of bird lightly 
with salt. (Do not salt, if stuffed.) 

4. Fill wishbone area (neck) 
with stuffing, if used. 

5. Fasten neck skin to back 
with skewer. 


6. Stuff cavity lightly, if stuff- 
ing is used. 


7. Push drumsticks under band 


of skin at tail; or tie them to tail. 


8. Place turkey on _rack in 
roasting pan. Brush skin with 
fat. 


9. Place pan in preheated slow 
oven. 


10. If desired, baste or brush 
occasionally with pan drippings, 
especially any dry areas. Baste 
quickly in order not to lose oven 
heat. When turkey is two-thirds 
done, cut trussing cord or bridge 
of skin at drum sticks. Roast 
until tender. 


Turkey is done when meat at 
thickest part of drumstick feels 
very soft when pressed with pro- 
tected fingers. 

This timetable is a guide to 
the approximate total time for 
stuffed turkeys. If turkey is not 
stuffed, allow one-half to one 
hour less total roasting time, the 
shorter time for small birds up 
to 12 pounds and the longer time 
for birds over 12 pounds. 


TIMETABLE 


(325 degree (slow) oven). 

Six to eight pounds: three and 
one-half to four hours. 

Eight to 12 pounds: four to four 
and one-half hours. 

12 to 16 pounds: four and one- 
half to five and one-half hours. 

16 to 20 pounds: five and one- 


The wrapped-in-foil, high tem- 
perature method of roasting the 
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modern ranges, in such a way 


the turkey 20 minutes before tak- 
ing it from the oven. 


This makes it easy to refriger- 
ate the leftover turkey and stuff- 
ing separately. If you do stuff 
the turkey, it does not need addi- 
tional roasting time. 


Wrapping: Place the trussed 
bird in the center of a large sheet 
of heavy duty foil 18 inches wide. 
Be sure sharp trussing pins have 
ends imbedded in the meat to 
avoid puncturing foil. Pad sharp 
ends of drumsticks and wing tips 
with folds of foil. Brush all over 


with softened butter or marga- 
rine. Bring two ends of foil up 
over the bird and overlap three 
to four inches on the breast. 
Smooth down top foil and turn 
up ends to hold juices. No need 
to make an airtight seal. 18- 
inch wide foil will wrap a 15- 
pound bird amply. If the turkey 
is larger, splice two widths to- 
gether with a fight double fold. 
Don’t use any more foil than 
necessary to cover the bird. 


Meat Thermometer: If used, 
insert right through the foil in 
thickest part. of turkey without 
touching the bone. Turkey is 
done when it registers 185 to 190 
degrees. 


Roasting: Place the wrapped 
turkey in a_ shallow roasting 
pan. Have the oven preheated 
to 450 degrees. Use of this very 
hot oven is possible because of 
the foil wrapping, which gives 
fast roasting without overbrown- 
ing.

To Make Stuffings 


EVERY YEAR it becomes 
easier to prepare a holiday 
feast. New idea this season: The 
use of two convenience foods, 
bread stuffing mix and canned 
condensed soups, to make stuff- 
ings for poultry, meats or fish. 


Chicken-Almond 


Stuffing 
For Turkey. 

One eight-ounce package sea- 
soned bread stuffing mix. 

One No. 1 can _ condensed 
cream of chicken soup. 

One-fourth cup siivered al- 
monds. 

One seven-pound ready-to-cook 
turkey. 

Combine stuffing mix, undil- 
uted soup and almonds. Stuff, 
truss and roast turkey. 


Chicken-Rice 
Parsley Stuffing 
For Chicken. 


One eight-ounce package sea- 
soned bread stuffing mix. 

One No. 1 can condensed 
chicken-rice soup. 

One-fourth cup chopped pars- 
ley. 

One five-pound ready-to-cook 
roasting chicken. 

Combine stuffing mix, undilut- 
ed soup and chopped parsley. 
Stuff, truss and roast chicken. 


Stuffed Veal Rolls. 
Two (one pound) lean veal 
shoulder steaks. 
Two cups seasoned bread stuff- 
ing mix. 
One No. 1 can _ condensed 
vegetable soup. 


Three tablespoons shortening. 
Three-fourths cups water. 


One No. 1 can _ condensed 
cream of mushroom soup. 


Trim edges from meat and 
remove bone. Cut each steak 
into tour equal-sized oblong 
serving pieces, about two inches 
wide, and flatten them as much 
as possible. 

Combine stuffing mix and un- 
diluted vegetable soup. Spread 
about one-third cup stuffing on 
each veal steak, roll up jelly- 
roll fashion and tie with string. 

Melt shortening in a large 
skillet over medium heat. Saute 
veal rolls in hot shortening, turn-

Answers to 


Editor’s Note: The following 
questions about preparing 
turkeys are representative of 
those asked most frequently 
by readers. The answers, to- 
gether with basic instruc- 
tions found elsewhere on the 
page, comprise a sort of 
primer of turkey cookery. 
Q. How large a turkey should 
I buy for a given number of 
? 


A. Allow three-fourths to one 
pound of ready-to-cook weight 
for birds weighing less than 12 
pounds; one-half to three-fourths 
pound for birds weighing 12 
pounds and over. 

For four to 10 generous serv- 
ings, allow four to eight pounds 
ready-to-cook turkey; 10 to 20 
servings, eight to 12 pounds; 20 
to 30 servings, 12 to 16 pounds; 
30 to 40 servings, 16 to 20 pounds; 
40 to 50 servings, 20 to 24 pounds. 


Q. How long will !t take to thaw 
a frozen turkey? 

A. Unstuffed frozen turkeys 
should be thawed until they are 
pliable before cooking. Do not 
thaw commercially frozen stuffed 
birds before cooking. 

It is best to thaw the turkeys 
in the refrigerator. Leave whole 
birds and large parts in the origi- 
nal wrappers; unwrap = small 
parts and separate so air can 
reach each piece. 

To shorten the time, turkeys 
sealed in watertight wrappers 
may be thawed in cold water. 
Do not use warm water. Change 
the water often. Allow from two 
to six hours, depending on size 
of package. Or thawing may be 
started in the refrigerator and 
finished in cold water. 

Frozen turkeys and_ turkey 
parts should be cooked soon after 
thawing. 

The following time guide is 
based upon thawing in the re- 
frigerator: 

Large whole bird: two to three 


days. 

Small whole bird: one to two 
days. 

Parts from large bird (half,

quarter, half breast): one to two 
days. 

Q. I have heard that the stuff- 
ing should be removed from the 
turkey before storing in the re- 
frigerator. Is this true? 

A. It is indeed; not only true, 
but most important. Always re- 
move the stuffing from the bird 
as soon as the meal is finished, 
and package separately for stor- 
ing. 


Q. Can smoked turkey be froz- 
en satisfactorily? 

A. Yes, for a short period... 
up to three months. 


Q. Is it all right to partially 
cook a turkey the day before 
Thanksgiving, then finish cook- 
ing it the next day in order to 
save time on the holiday? 

A. Sorry, the answer is “no.” 
This is not recommended. (Note 
the statement by the Poultry and 
Egg National Board in the story 
elsewhere on this page: ‘‘What- 
ever the method, always com- 
plete roasting in one continuous 
cooking period.’’) 


Q. I was given a large frozen 
turkey, and want to use half for 
Thanksgiving and half for Christ- 
mas. Would is be better to saw 
the frozen bird in half and roast 
that for Thanksgiving, keeping 
the other half frozen until Christ- 
mas, or cook it all now and freeze 
the cooked meat? 

A. It can be done either way, 
but it is better to saw the frozen 
bird and cook half at a time. 

The appearance will be more 
attractive. It is very difficult to 
do a neat job of sawing a roasted 
bird. This might be all right if 
you are willing to serve sliced 
turkey for Christmas, but you 
probably would prefer to serve 
the half-bird intact. 

If the bird is sawed in half 
before roasting, remember that 
it is important to keep the half 
for Christmas COMPLETELY 
FROZEN at all times. Don’t let 
it defrost while working on it. 

It would be well to see if you

can make arrangements with 
your meat man to saw the frozea 
bird with an electric saw, as it 
would be very difficult to do so 
otherwise. 


Q. Is it safe to stuff a bird at 
home and then freeze it? 

A. No. A flat, unequivocal 
“NO.” We quote from a state- 
ment recently issued by Miss Jo 
Flory, extension nutritionist with 
the University of Missouri. 

“It’s not safe to try to freeze 
poultry stuffed at home. Freez- 
ing stuffed poultry at home is not 
recommended because the fast 
handling and freezing necessary 
for a safe product cannot be cer- 
tain under home conditions. 

“When poultry and stuffing are 
held at temperatures from 50 to 
120 degrees Fahrenheit, the bae 
teria of food poisoning may mul- 
tiply rapidly and produce toxins. 

“Even a bird taken directly 
from the refrigerator may reach 
room temperattre while you afe 
preparing it for freezing, and 
stuffing is likely to be 
warmer. 

“At zero degrees, the temper@- 
ture of most home freezers, the 
freezing process is so slow that 
portions of the bird and stuffing 
may remain in the danger zone 
too long, especially if ‘the bird 
is a large one, ' 

“It is better to freeze poultry 
without stuffing. Stuff it just be- 
fore cooking, instead, 

“However, comm ercially 
stuffed poultry is safe. First, the 
size of the bird is limited, a pre- 
cooked stuffing in controlled 
amounts is mechanically stuffed 
into the bird and it is frozen at 
30 degrees below zero, or lower, 

“The commercial quick proo- 
ess under sanitary conditions re- 
sults in stuffed poultry with an 
extremely low bacterial count, 
Directions on the package specify 
cooking times long enough for 
both bird and stuffing to reach a 
temperature high enough to de 
stroy any harmful organisms. 
But don’t try it at home—it just 
isn't safe.”’

- mas, the small noises and the smells of life— and 
Wilder’s message is, for God’s sake, _ appreciate it 
all while you have it. 


There was always something missing in this play to 
mé—something a little abrupt in the movement from a 
wedding to the cemetery. But with the clean-limbed. and 
very statk. direction of Jose Quintero—this is his first net- 
work TV show—Mr. Wilder’s great idea comes through naked 
and unadorned. “Live people don’t understand,” cries his 
dead heroine to the other dead in the cemetery. “No, not 
very much,” says her dead mother-in-law. And later: 
“All this was going on and I didn’t notice,” she Says, as she 
relives a little bit of a single day. 

It’s a great message—to live life every minute, to count 
your blessings every one, to love and be loved—probably the 
greatest message ever contained by any play in our time or 
maybe any other time. Carney, who is getting to be the 
most versatile all-around talent we have, put a little New 
England twang in his voice, a wonderful gleam of humanity 
in hig eye. And he was thoroughly enchanting, mixing an 
imaginary soda while discoursing on how delightful life was 
in our town before the automobile arrived. 

This is the second of the Art Carney shows, by the way. 
He'll be doing some more variety shows and some more 
dramatic shows—eight shows in all for his. own series and 
a special in January, a great tour de force, ‘Call Me Back,” 
in which he plays a 90-minute drama all by himself—no other 
actor in sight.

ONE TEST of a successful man 
today. is how many committees 
he can serve on without shorten- - 
ing his life. 

We live in an age Of together- 
ness, and our lives are larsely 
ruled by committee-made deci- 
sions.

_ No Easy Way to Reduce 


MORE AND MORE OFTEN I receive letters asking about 
this or that drug for “reducing.” Not so long ago the 
United States Secretary of Health, Education and Welfare, 
Arthur S. Flemming, said that “there is no such article” 
as a “simple, safe and sane food, drug or device which will 
bring about loss of weight without exercise of will to cut 
down the food intake.” 

He is right. There is no foolproof and easy pill that 
twill take off weight. If there were, I-am sure that you 
can readily imagine what would happen. Somebody in every 
community would hear about it, try it, and change from 
overweight to normal. It wouldn’t take long for. everyone 
to. know about it. 


But this is not what happens. Rather, we hear 
first of this drug, or that system, or the other notion. 
About this diet, that pill. It’s usually something dif- 


reducing, 
do it badly enough to cut down on calories every day. 


You can’t fool the calories. If your food contains more 
calories than you need, the excess goes into stored fat! 

It is true that some drugs tend to curb the appetite, or 
incite your body into more activity and hence burn up more 
calories. On the face of it, you say, these drugs should work. 
Well, they do—to some extent. I have known patients ‘with 
a ‘truly compulsive urge to eat who were helped by these 
drugs, although I have never found one drug that works in 
all cases. Sometimes one, sometimes another, and some- 
times nothing works: Again, sometimes the only way to get 
results is for people to face up to the facts, after which they 
make progress. And not before. 


What happens when we try these various drugs without 
going through the effort of showing the patient what the real 


Medically, no difference. In terminology, this is the 
only distinction: A rupture is a break. A hernia is 
something protruding through. If there is a break in 
the wall of the abdomen, tissues inside tend to push 
through the gap.

JOAN FONTAINE HAD BEEN UP long past midnight helping 
to rewrite her play. She had been out most of the morning for a 
television appearance. It was no'w 1:30 p.m. and at 3 she was due 
~at rehearsal. At 8:30 she would go on stage. Meanwhile, she had to 
learn new lines. But as she sat in the lobby of the Forest Park 
Hotel, she chatted in genial fashion as though with an old and 
comfortable friend. There was no sense of hurry or tension. Only 
in her quick, incisive answers was there even a hint that time was 
passing.
